think the Account of a Man who for ſome 
time paſt hath been not only the Terror, 
but Talk, of + County that makes a conſi- 
derabae Figure in this Nation, cannot be 
diſagreeable. ESS EX hath been lately 
much alarmed at the Enterprzes of Turpin, 
ſeveral Families have ſatfered by him, and 


others, of Gregory's Gang, as our enſuing 
Narration will relate. 


Richard Turpin, who was executed at 
York on Saturday the 7th of April, 1739; 
was Son of John Turpin of Hempſted in E/- 
ſea, who put him to School to one Smirb 
a Writing maſter; from thence he was 
placed Apprentice to a Butcher in Y/h:re- 
chaple, where he ſerved his Time; he was 
frequently guilty of Miſdemeanours, and 


dehaved in a looſe diforderly Manner: So 


ſoon as he came out of his Time, he marri- 
ed che Daughter of one Palmer, and ſet 
up for himſelf at Saſon in Ehex, which is 
about Eleven or Twelve Years ago; where 
(net having any Credit in the Markets, 


- and No-body caring to truſt him) he was 
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TURPIN 


reduced to a Neceſlity of maintaining him- 
ſelf by indirect Practices, and accordingly 
very often uſed to rob the neighbouring 
Gentlemen ot Sheep, Lambs, Oxen, Cc. 
particularly one Time he ſtole a Couple of 
Oxen from Mr. Giles of .Plaiffow, which 
he had conveyed to his own Houſe and 
cut up, but was detected by two of the 
Gentleman's Servants, who having a Suſ- 
picion of him, from ſome Information or 
other which they had received, went to 
his Houſe, and ſeeing an Ox ſlaughtered 
were confirmed in their Suſpicion, but in 
order to be farther aſſured, enquired where 
Turpin {old the Hides of his Beaſts and be- 
ing inform'd, that he generally ſold em 
at Waltham Abbey, they went there, and 
were convinc'd on ſight of the Hides, that 
Turpin was the Man who had ſtole the 
Oxen and they immediately return d to 
Suſon, which he being appriz'd of, left them 


in the Fore- room, jump'd out of a Win- | | 
dow and made his Eſcape, when he was 


gone, his Wife diſpos'd of the Carcaſſes. | 
Turpin having made his Eſcape from 

Joes for that Time tho' by this means 
his Character was blown, and he never 
could entertain a Thought of returning to 
S 4% % oi 
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in that County, he immediately form'd a 
Deſign of commencing Smugler ; for which 
Reaton, his Wife having ſupplied him 
with what ſmall Matter of Money ſhe 
could raiſe, he took his way to the Hun- 
dreds of Ee, where he had not Raid long 
before he got into a Gang of Smuglers, he 
tollow'd his new Profeſſion for ſome time 
with tolerable Succeſs; but at laſt For- 
tune took a Turn, and he loft all that he 
had acquir' d; upon which not caring to 
run any more Hazards, he thought it pro- 
per to. try his Luck ſome other way: 


When People are inclinable to Vice they 


ſeldom wait long for Opportunities, which 
was the Caſe with him, for no ſooner had 
he left off Smuggling than he met with a 
Gang of Deer- ſtealers, who finding him 
to be a Deſperate Fellow, and ripe for a- 
ny Miſchief, made no Scruple of admit- 
ting him to be One ot em; but the Hun- 
dreds of E/ex not being ſo proper for them 
as the other Part of the Counzry, they 
concluded tocome up nearer to Town and 
the Foreſt, which they accordingly did, 
and robb'd not only the Foreſt of Deer, 
but ſeveral Gentlemen's Parks, and by that 
means got a canfiderable Sunr of Money 
twas Jurpin's being engag'd in this Gang 
that he gotacquainted with Gregory, Kiel- 
der, Roſe and Wheeler, and the reft, which 
was atterwards called the Ee Gang; 
they follow'd Deer-ſtcaling only tor ſome 
time, but beginning to be too well known 
by the Keepers, and not finding 

come in ſo faſtas they expected, they form'd 
themſelves into a Body by Turpin's Di- 
rectio ns, and reſoly'd to go round the 
County at Nights, and whatever Houſe they 
knew had any thing of Value in it, one 
was to knock at the Door, which as ſoon 
as it was opea'd, the others ruſh'd in and 


-* plunder'd the Houſe nor were they con- 
dent to take the Money, Plate, Watches

or Rings, but even Houſhold Goods, if 
they feund any they lik'd. In ſhort, a- 
bout five or fix Years ago to ſuch a Pitch 


were they grown, that they were a Ter- 


ror not only to the whole County of E/ex, 
but to all the neighbouring Counties, as 
may be known by the Uſage Farmer Lau- 
rence met with from 'em, whom they rob- 
bed ot almoſt all he had, and then de- 
bauch'd his Servant Maid. The firſt Per- 
ſon who was ſo unhappy as tc be ſerv'd by 
them in this manner was one Mr. Strype, 
an Old Man that keeps a Chandler's Shop 
at Watford; from ham they took what 
little Money he had ſcrap'd together, but 
did him no further Miſchiet, fo that he 
was in ſome meaſure content; but they did 
not behave in the ſame Manner to every 
one, for their next Attempt was upon a 
Widow Gentlewoman that lives at Lough- 
ton, Which was a Scheme of Turpin's; for 
he acquainted the Gang that he knew an, 
old Woman at Loughton, chat he was ſure 
had ſeven or eight tiundred Pounds by her, 
and D 1 her, ſays he, tis as good in 
our Pockets as hers, and we'll have it. 
Accordingly the Time was fixt for the 
Enterprize, and they all ſet out; when 
they got to Loughton, N becler, (who upon 
thoſe Occaſions never went into the Houſeè 
with them, but was plac'd as a Scout at 
the Door) twas agreed that he ſhould 
knock at the Door, which ſo ſoon as he 
had done Turpin and his Companions all 
ruſn d in, and the firſt thing they did was 
to bind the old Lady, her Son, her Man 
and Maid; then Turpin began to examine 
her where her Money and Effetts were hid, 
telling herat the fame Time that he knew 
the had Money, and 'twas in vain to deny 
it, for have it they would; the old Gen- 
tlewoman being very loth to part with her 
Money, perſiſted in it that the had none, 
and would not declare any thing more ot 
the Matter. Upon which ſome 7 the 
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Crew were inclinable to believe her, and 
were ſorry for their Diſappointment, but 
Turpin as ſternuoully inſiſting ſhe had Mo- 
ney as the did that ſhe had none, at laſt 
cried, G—d d——3 your Blood, you 101d 
B hb, if you won't tell us, Lil ſet yeur 
bare A ſe on the Grate. She continu- 
ed Obſtinate for all that, imagining he 
meant only to threaten her, and fo very 


| fond ſhe was of her darling Gold, that ſhe 


even luſfer'd herſelf to be ſerv'd as he had 
declar'd, and endur'd it for ſome time; 
till cr: Anguiſh at laſt forc'd her to dit- 
cover, which when ſhe had done they took 
her off the Grate indeed, and robb'd her 
of all they could find ; ſome Perſons talk 
of a much larger Sum, but tis certain they 
ſtole upwards of four hundred Pounds. 
The next Place they robb'd was at Rip- 
ple-Side near Barking, a Farmer's, where 
the People. of the Houte not coming to 
the Door {o ſoon as they wanted 'em, 
they broke it open; they fuſt of all, 
according to their uſualCuſtom, tied the 
Old Man, the Old Woman, the Servant 
Maid, and a Son- in- Law of the Old Far- 
mer's coming in unluckily they likewiſe ſe- 
cur'd them; they afterwards ranſack d the 
Houſe, and in Money and Things robb'd 
the old Farmer of about ſeven hundred 
Pounds. Turpin finding their Booty fo 
conſiderable, with an Oath, cried out, 
Ay ! this will do, if it would be always ſo. 
For by this Enterprize the whole 
Gang ſhar'd about eighty Pounds a Man, 
* Turpin, fluſh'd with this Succeſs, encou- 
rag'd his Companions to proceed 1n their 


- Villainies, to be reveng'd on ſeveral who 
had endeavour'd to detect them. Among 


ſeveral others, Maſon the Keeper upon 
Epping- Foreſt was pitch'd upon to feel the 
Effect of their Reſentments ;for upon Con- 
ſultation what they ſhould do next, ſays 
Turpin, there's Will. Maſon has us d two 
gr three of us ill, and we'll be reveng'd on 
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him; accordingly a Time was fix'd when 


they ſhou'd go and attack his Houſe; Tur- 


Pin having ſhar'd ſo much Money could not 
refrain from coming to London for Pleaſure, 
and by getting drunk, forgot the Appoint- 
ment with his Companions, -and never 
went near em; they waited for him a 
long Time, but finding he did not come, 
they determin'd not to be baulk'd in their 
L efigns, and Fielder and Roſe taking up- 
on themſelves to command in the Expedi- 
tion; they al ſet out to Maſon's, having 
firſt bound themſelves in an Cath not to 
lexve one whole piece of Goods in the 
Houſe. Accordingly having broke open 
the Door, they beat and abuſed Maſon in 
a moſt terrible Manner, and when they 
had beat him as they thought''enoughy 


they kick'd him under the Dreſſer and 


there left him: The old Man was fieting 
by the Fire, but upon declaring he knew 
none of 'em, when they asked him, they 
did not meddle with him. Maſ/oz's little 


Girl in her Fright got out of Bed, and 


without any Cloaths ran into the Hog-ſtie 
and there hid herſelf. They then went up 


Stairs and broke every Thing they could  - 
lay Hands on, and at laſt *fpying a PpunchC16 


bowl that ſtood a little out of the way, 
they broke that, and out dropt a hundred 


and twenty Guinecs, which they took af- 


ter they had done as much Miſchief as 
they poffi 
well ſatisfied. 


On Saturday the 11th of January 1535, 


at ſeven br eight o'Clock in the Evening, 
Turpin, Roſe, Walker, and three others 
came to the Door of 

wealthy Farmer at Charlton in eu, and 
knocked at the Door, enquired if Mr. 
Saunders was at Home; being anſwered he 


was, the Door, being opened, they all 


ruſ'd in, went directly to the Parlour, 
where Mr. Saunders, his Wife, and ſome, - 


| Friends were at wn deſired them not 
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to be frightened, for that they would not 
hurt their Perlons, if they fat ſtill, and 
made no Diſturbance, the firſt Thing they 
laid hands on was a ſilver ſnuff- Box which 
lay upon the Table before them, and hav- 
ing ſecur'd the reſt of the company, oblig- 
ed Mr. Saunders to go about the houſe 
with them, and open his Cloſets, and Box- 
es, and Scrutore, from whence they took 
upwards of one hundred pounds, in money, 
and all the Plate in the houſe, a velvet 
hood, manteel and other things. Whilſt 
this was doing the ſervant-maid got looſe 
and ran up ſtairs, barred herſelf into one 
of the rooms, and called out at the Win- 


dow for aſſiſtance, in hopes of alarming 


the neighbourhood ; but one of the rogues 
ran up ftairs after her, and with a poker 
broke open the Door; then brought her 
down again, bound her and all the reſt of 


the family, then rifled the houſe of divers 


other things of value; and finding in their 
ſearch ſome bottles of wine, a bottle of 
brandy and mince · pies; they all fat down, 
drank a bottle of wine, 
and obliged the company todrink a dram 
of brandy each. And Mrs. Saunders faint- 
ing away with the Fright, they got her a 
glaſs of Water, and put ſome drops in it, 
and gave her, and were very careful to re- 
cover her from her fright. They ſtaid 
about two hours in the Houſe, beſore 
they pack'd up their plunder, and march- 
ed c wich it. But threatened them, that 
if they ſtirred within two hours, er adver- 
tis'd the marks of the Plate, they would 
murther them. When they concerted this 
robbery, they met at the George at Wool. 
wich, in order to go from thence to put 


their intentions in execution. And after 


they had effected their deſign, they croſs'd 
the water, and brought the goods ;to an 


empty houſe in Ratcliff highway, where 


they divided their plunder. 8 
On Saturday the 18th of January Tur- 
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pin, Fielder, Walker, and two others, 
made an Appointment to rob Mr. Shel- 
don's houſe near Croydon in Surrey, and for 
that purpoſe, agreed to meet at the Half- 
moon Tavern at (roydon, which they ac- 
cordingly did in the evening about 6 
o'clock, and about 7 went to Mr. Sheldon 's. 
Walker having ſome knowledge of the 
houſe, going at the Head of his Compani- 
ons into the yard, perceived a light in the 
ſtable, wefit thither, where they found 
the coachman drefling the horſes,. him they 
bound, and going from thence met Mr. 
Sheldon in the yard whom they ſeized, and 
compelled him to ſhew them the way into 
the houſe ; where as ſoon as they entered, 
they bound Mr. Sheldon, and the reſt of 
the Family, and fell to plundering the 
Houſe; and took from Mr. Sheſdon eleven 
Guineas, and ſeveral pieces of Plate, jew- 
els, and ſome other things of value, 
u hick they carried off with them; but be- 
fore they left the place, they returned Mr. 
Sheldon two Guineas of the Money back 
again; asked pardon for what they had 
done, and bid him good Night. 3 
On Tue/day the 4th of Feb. Turpin, 
Gregory, Fielder, Roſe and Wheeler having 
formed a deſign to rob Mr, Lawrence, at 
Edgware-bury near Stanmore in Middleſex, 
about two o'Clock in the afternoon, met 
at the Black horſe in the broad way Vet- 
minſter, near which Roſe and Fielder lodge 
ed, and ſet out from thence on horſeback 
to the Nine-pin and bowl at Edgware, 
where they had appointed to meet about 5 
o'clock, where they ſtaid until five ; dur- 
ing which time their Horſes ſtajd HY the 
yard, by which means Mr. Mood who keeps 
the houſe, had the better opportunity of 
obſerving the Horſes, ſo as to remember 
the ſame again, when he ſaw them aſter- 
wards in King-Hireet in Bloomsbury where 
they were taken. About five o'Clock they 
went from Mr. 04's at the Queen's head 
at 
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at Stanmore, and ſtaid there, from about his hands, led him into a room w here the 


ſix until about Seven o'Clock; and then 
all went away together for Mr. Laurence s, 
which was about a Mile from thence, 
where they got about half an hour aſter 
ſeven : © Mr. Lawrence had but juſt before 


been paying off ſome v orkmen,. who were 


» diſcharged and gone from the houſe : On 
theic arrival at Mr. Lawrence's, they 
alighted from their horſes at the outer- 
gate; and Fielder getting over the hatch 
into the Sheep-yard, met with Mr. Law- 
rence's boy juſt putting up ſome ſheep; 
him they ſeiz'd, and preſenting a Piſtol to 
him, Fielder ſaid he would ſhoot him if he 
offered to cry out, and then took off the 
boy's gartes, and ty'd his hands, and 
enquiring of him what ſervants Mr. Law- 
rence kept, and who was in the Houſe 
they obliged him to tell them; they told 
him they would not hurt him, but that he 
muſt go to the Door with them, and when 
they knocked at it, if any Body within 
ſhould ask, who it was, thatthe boy was 
to anſwer, and bid them open the door to 
let him in, and they would give him ſome 
Money; accordingly they led the Boy to 
the Door, but he was fo terrify'd that he 
had no power to ſpeak; whereupon Grego- 
ry knock'd at the Door, and calling out 
Mr. Laurence, the man- ſervant apprehend- 
ing it to be ſome of the neighbours only, 
open'd the Door, upon which they all 
ruſh'd in with Piſtols in their hands, cry- 
ing out, D n your blood, how long 
have you liv'd here; and immediately ſeiz- 
ing, Mr. Lawrence and his man, threw a 
doth over their Faces, then took the boy 


and led him into the next room, with his 


hands ty'd, and ſetting him down by the 
fireexamin'd him what fire-arms Mr. Law- 
rence had in the houſe, and being told 
there was none but an old gun, they went 
andrfetch'd that, and broke it in Piece 
then took Mr. Lawrence's' man, and boun 


boy was, and made him fit doun there; 
and alſo bound Mr. Laurence; Turpin 


broke down his breeches, and they fell to 


rifling his pockets out of which they took 
one Guinea, one Portugal piece of thirty- 
ſix ſhillings, and about fifteen ſhillings in 
ſilver, and his keys. 1 hey ſaid that mo- 
ney was not enough, they muſt have more, 
and drove Mr. Lawrence up ſtairs, where 
coming to a cloſet, although they had ta- 
ken the key from Mr. Lawrence before, 
and had it in their Cuſtody, yet they open 
the door, and took out thence two Guineas, 
ten ſhillings in ſilver, a ſilver cup, thirteen 
ſilver Spoons, two gold rings, and what 
they could find; and. in their ſearch meet- 
ing with a bottle of Elder Wine, they 
took it, and oblig'd the ſervants to drink 
twice of it. Dorothy Street, the maid ſer- 
vant, being in the vack-houſe a churming, + 
and hearing a noiſe, ſuſpected they were 
rogues who were got into the Houſe : and 
in order to fave herſelfſhe put out the Can- 
dle, but they ruſh'd in upon her, ty'd her 
hands, and then brought her into the 
room, where the other Servants were; 
then rifled the houſe of all they could get, 
as linnen, table-cloths, napkins, ſhirts, 
and the ſheets from off the Beds, trod the 
Beds under feet, to find if any money was 
conceal'd therein, and ſuſpecting there was 
more money in the houſe, they brought 
Mr. Lawrence down ſtairs again, threat- 


ned to cut his throat, and Roſe put a kniſe 


to it, as it he intended to doit. To make 
him confeſs what money was in the houſe, 
they whip'd him with their hands as hard 
as they could. One of them took ' a 
chopping bill, and threatned to cut off his 
leg therewith, then they broke his head 
with their Piſtols, and dragg'd him about 
by the hair of the head. One of them 
took a kettle of Water off of thefire, and 
flung it upon him, but LE Os 
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than wetting him only, by Reſon the Maid 
had juſt betore taken out the greateſt Part 
of the boyling Water and filled it agam up 
with cold. Then they hauled him about 
again, ſwore they would rip him up and 
burn him alive, if he did not tell where the 
reſt of his Money was ; then they proceed- 
ed to make a further Search, and Gregory 
ſwore to the Maid, that ſhe ſhould ſhew 
him where the Money was, ſhe told him 
ſhe did not know of any; but he compel- 
led her to go up Stairs, took her into the 
Garret, bolted the Door, threw her upan 
the Bed, ſwore he would ſhoot her if ſhe 
offered” to cry out, and then lay with her 
by Forcc and Violence; after u hich he 
told her they u ould go to her Maſter's 
Son's Houle, which was next adjcining. 
In their Search beſides the before mention- 
ed Particulars, they met with a Cheſt of 
one of Mr. Ltwrence's Sons (who happen- 
ed to be gone abroad in the Morning and 
was not returned) which they broke open, 
and took thereout twenty Pounds in mo- 
ney and all his Linnea; then they-enquir- 
ed of the Boy, whether Mr. Lawrence's 
Son would come home that Night, and 
being informed that he would, they ſaid 
they would go and rob his. other Son's 
Houſe, and obliged the Boy to go with 
them to the Door thereof, but on further 
Conſideration did not go in, but threat- 
ned to come again in half an Hour, and 
that if they then found any Body loole 
they would kill them, ſo lock'd them all in 
the Parlour, then took the Key of the 
Door and threw it into the Garden. Some 
of the Goods were afterwards found in 
Duck-Lane, and others in Thieving Lane, 
where Roſe and Walker wete taken. 

Although in this Robbery they got a- 
baut ꝛcl in Money, in the Whole, be- 
fades Plate and Goods, yet they made no 
tair Diſtribution of it amongſt themſelves, 
for do Wheeler the Evidence, who was ſee 
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to Watch Mr. Latvrence and his Servarts; 


whilſt the others were rifling the Houle, 
his Companions pretended, they had only 
got three Guineas in the Whole, andabout 
ix Shillings and, fix Pence in ſilver. / 
Theſe frequent Robberies being com- 
mitted in ſo daring a manner, indueed his 
Majeſty to advertiſe in the Gazette, a Par- 
don to any one of the Criminals who had 
been concerned in and entering the Houſe 


of Foſeph Lawrence Senior, at Earlesbury 


near Edgware, and in binding him, his 
Man and Maid Servants, and uſing the ſaid 
r. Lawrence in a barbarous and inhuman 
Manner, and in raviſhing the Maid. 
And allo as a farther Fncouragement, pro- 
miſed a Reward of zol. for every one of 
the Criminals, « ho ſhould be diſcovered 
and apprehended, to be paid upon the 
Conviction of the Offender or Offenders. 
Notwithſtanding which; on the ſeventh 
of February, Richard Turpin, John Fiel. 
dr, Foſeph Roſe, Humpbry Walker, Wil- 
liam Buſh, and Samuel Gregory, tegether 
with John Wheeler, met by appointment 
at Mhite-hart- Inn, at the upper end of 
Drary 8 about five o' Clock in the 
evening, here they agreed upon maki 
an Attempt to rob Mr. 2 F — 
near Mary-hone; and about half an hour 
after ſix, they ſet out from thence for Ma- 
ry bone, where they arrived. about half an 
hour after ſeven; and whilft they were 
making their obſervations of the Houſe, 
one of them perceiving ſome body in the 
cow-houſe, they went thither and finding 
one of the men ſervants there, they ſeized 
him and bound him; ſwearing, they wouls. 
ſhoot him if he cried out, or made any 
noiſe; and then carried him into the ſta- 
ble where was another of Mr. Francis's 
men, whom they ſeized and bound alſo.

door, Me. Frixtis's Daughter opened it, 
ſuppoſing it to be ſome of their men: But 
as ſoon as the Door was opened, Ipheeler 
and the other four ruſhed in, and preſent- 
ing their Piſtols at her, threatened to ſhoat 
her if ſhe made any diſturbance; which 


the Maid hearing, cried out, Lord, Mrs. 


Sarah what have yon done? On which one 
of them ſtruck the Maid, and the other 
ſtruck Mr. Francis's Daughter, and ſwore 
they. would murder them if they did not 
hold their Peace. Mrs. Francis hearing 
the diſturbance, and being apprehenlive of 
ſme Danger, cried out, Lord, what's the 
matter? on which Fielder ſtep'd up to her, 
and cry'd, D

d'ately broke her head with the handle of 
his Whip, and then tied her down in a 
Chair, bleeding as the was. The Maid 
and Daughter were bound in the Kitchen, 
and. Gregory was ſet to watch them, who 
ſtood guard over them with a Piſtol in his 
hand, to prevent their crying out for aſſiſt- 
ance, or en leavouring to get their liberty 
whilit the otner four were rifting the houle ; 
in it they found, beſides other things a 
ſilver Tankard, a gold Watch, Chain and 
Seal, a ſilver picture of King Charles J. 
walh'd with gold, a ſilver Punch-ladle, a 
ſilver ſtrainer, a ſilver cup, and a pair of

took away with them; as alſo ſhirts, 


ſtockings, and divers other Orts of goods., 
but here as they had doe dane e / 
cheated" one another, for excepting the 
goods, they divided only'g J. 2 5.6 d. a- 
mongſt them, the gunineas were lecreted 
by him that had laid hands oh them frail 
the reſt of his Companions. They Pelle 
about an houc and a half in Pundertag : 
rifling the houſe, whilſt Gregory ftood eeh- 
try over old Mrs. Francis, 155 daughter 
and maid; and Turpin and Buſs over Nr. 
Francis and the two men fervants in dhe 
ſtable, when they had pick d up theit 
plunder, they threatened the Family, that 
if they madeany outcry, they woald come 
back and mufther them, and mareh'd. 
off with what they had got. 2 * 

They had alſo formed a Deſigh te rob 
the houſe of Juſtice Aſber near Leigh id 
Eſſex, upon the information of the Wo- 


man who kept company with Roſe, and 
with that intention mer at a publiek:houſe 


near Leigh, and in the evening went to put 


their deſign in exeoution, but not tightly . 


knowing the way into the kouſe, they got 
to the ſide of a lane near it, waiting for 
an opportunity, and with that view tied 
their Horſes aginſt ſome furze Buſhes, and 
concealing themſel ves under them, intend- 
ed to have ſurprized ſomebody paſſing by

there, they heard ſeverat Perſons riding 
along together which happened to be ſome 
of the neighbouring Farmers, who had 
been at the iſtics, and over-hearing 
weir diſcourſe, lyppgſed the Juſtice had 
| other company till remaining at his houſe, 
they did not think jt adviſeable to attempt 
it at that Time; therefore adjourned their 
deſign, which fo far proved of advantage 
to them, that it prevented their being tak- 
en, Which otherwiſe- they could hardly 
have avoided, by reaſon they having been 
obſerved in the neighbourhood, were ſuſ- 
pected to be Smuglers, and information 
had been given to the cuſtom-houſe, and 
other Officers thereabouts: And a party 
of Dragoons were out in ſearch after them, 
whom they met, but not having any thing 
with them were ſuffered to paſs; whereas 
if they had committed the Robbery they 
intended, and been ftopp'd hy the Soldi- 
ers, the Goods upon ſearch would have 
been found upon them, and tho' they 
woighhs have been only ſtopp'd on Suſpicion 
of being Smuglers, they would thereby be 
diſcovered to have been houſe- breakers, 
and committed accordingly. 
I beſe Tranſactions alarm'd the whole 
Country, no body thinking themſelves ſaſe; 
upon which Mr. Thomp/on, one of the 
King's ebe. went to the Duke oſ 
Newcafile's Office and obtain'd his Ma- 
jeſty's promiſe of a Reward of one hun- 
dred Pounds for whoever ſhould apprg- 
hend any of them; this made 'em lie a 
little more conceal'd, hou ever ſome of 
the Keepers, and others, having intelli- 
gence that they were all regaling them- 
ſelves at an Ale-houſe in an Alley at Weſt- 
minſter, they purſued them thither, and 
burſting open the Door found Turpin, 
Felder, Roſe and Wheeler, and two Wo- 
men. Fielder, Roſe and Yheeler, after a 
tout reſiſtance, were taken, but Turpin 
| ade his Eſcape out of a Window, and 
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ing his Horſe rode away immediately; 
Yheeler made himſelf an Evidence, and 
the other two were hang'd in Chains. 
The Gang was then broke; and Turpin 
quite left to wmſelt, and notwithſtanding, 
he met with ſo many Booties, yet his ex- 
travagance ad preicy well dreined his 
Pockets, he took a Reſolntion to be con- 
cerned in no other Ging, but to go on his 
own bottom, and with this View he ſet 
forward towards Cambridge, which he 
thought would be che beſt uv ay, as he was 
not known in that County, _ 
But beſore ne reached his Journey's 
End, .the following odd Encounter got 
him his beſt Companion, as he hath often 
declared. King the Highwayman, who 
had been towards Cambridge upon the ſame 
Account, was coming back to London. 
Turpin ſeeing him well mounted, and ap- 
pear like a Gentleman, thought that was 
the Time to recruit his Pockets, and ac- 
cordingly bids Aung Stand, who keeping 
him in Diſcourſe ſome Time, and dallying 
with him, Turpin ſwore, if he did not de- 
liver immediately he would ſhoot him 
through the Head, upon which King fell a 
Laughing, and ſaid, hat! Dog eat Dog? 
| Come, come, Brother Tarpin, if you 
don't know me, I know you, and ſhould be 
glad of your Company. After mutual Al- 
ſurances of Fidelity to each other, and 
that nothing ſhould part them but Death, 
they agreed to go together upon ſome Ex- 
ploit, and met with a ſmall Booty tharve- 
ry Day, after which they continued toge- 
ther, committing divers Robberies, for 
near three Years, till Xing was ſhot. 
King being very well known about the 
Country, as Turpin likewiſe vas, inſo- 
much that as no Houſe would entertain 
them, they then formed 'the Deſign of 
making their Cave, and to that purpoſe 
itch'd upon a Place enclos'd with a large 
T hicket, ſituate between Loughton Road 
| and 
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Place large enough to receive them and 


their Horſes; and while uy lay quite, 
e 


concealed themſelves, could fee thro 
ſeveral Holes made on Purpoſe, what Paſ- 


ſengers went by. in either Road, and as 


they thought proper would iſſuęe out and 
rob them, in fuch a bold daring Manner, 
and ſo frequently, that it s as not ſafe for 
any one to travel that Road, and the very 
Higlers were obliged to go armed.. In 


this Ce they liv'd, eat, drank and lay; 
Jurpin's Wife ſupplied them with Vicku- 


als, and fiequently ſtay'd there all Night. 

From the Foreſt, King and he once took 
a Ride to Bungay in Suffolk, where Tur- 
pin having ſeen two young Market-Women 
receive 14 or 141. for Corn, would rob 
them; King diſſuaded him from it, tel- 
ling him they were two pretty Girls, and 
he would not be concerned in it. Turpin 
ſwore he would rob them and accordingly 
did, againſt the Conſent of Xing which 
occaſioned a Diſpute between them, 

At their Return to their Cave they 
robb'd a Gentleman of London, one Mr. 
Bradele, at Fairmaid-bottom, who was tak- 
ing an Airing in his Chariot, with his two 
Children Ling firſt attacked him; but 
he being a Gentleman of Spirit, was offer- 
ing to make Reſiſtance, thinking there had 
been but one; upon which King called 
Turpin by the Nick-Name of J ACA, 
and bid him hold the Horſes Heads; they 
took firſt his Money, which he then rea- 
dily parted v ith, but inſiſted upon not giv- 
ing his Watch, which he ſaid he wauld 
not part with; but the Child, ina Fright 
perfaaded his Father toler them have 1t; 
they further inſiſting on an old Mourning 
Ring of {mall Value, which Mr. Bradele 
tumouroully told them, that it was not 
worth eighteen Pence to. them, but he 
priz d it very much; Ming inſiſted upon 
having it off, which when he had he. re-

of Gentlemen than to take any Thing a 
Gentleman valu'd fo much. Mr. Bradele 
asked him, If, as he had given him his 
Ring, he would lee him purchaſe his 
Watch? Upon which King ſaid to Turpin, 
Jack, bere ſeems to be a good boneft Fellow ; 
Hall we let him have the Watch? Ay, fays 

Turpin, do juſt as you will; an

then Mr. Bradele enquiring what would be. 


the Price, King told him, Six Guineas, 
we never ſell one for more, if # be worth 
fix and Thirty; upon which Mr. Bradele 
promiſed not to diſcover them; and ſaid, 
he would leave the Money at the Dial in 
Birchin Lane; when Turpin cryed out, 
Ay, but King, Inſiſt upon no 3 42d. 

'T'was about that Time Turpin ſhot 
Mr. Thompſon's Man in the following Man- 
ner; The Reward for apprehending him 


had ſet ſeveral on to attempt it; among 


the reit, this Fellow would needs go in, 


Company with a Higler; Turpin was un- 


armed, ſtanding alone, and, not knowing. 
the Man, took him for one Poaching for 
Hares, and told him, He would get no 
Hares near that Thicket; No, fays the 
Fellow, but I have got a Turpin, and pre- 
ſented his Piece at him, commanding him 
to ſurrender; Turpin ſtood talking with 
him, and creeping up to his Cave, laid 


hold of his Carbine and ſhot him Dead, 


at which the Higler made off. This 
Man's Death obliged T#rpin.to make off 
precipitately ; ſo he went farther into the 
Country, in ſearch of King, and ſent his 
Wife a Letter to meet him at a Publick- 
Houſe in Hertford, who accordingly went, 
with two ot Squire .' Servants; 


ſhe waited for him about half an Hour, 


and when he came to the Houſe he asked 
for her by a. fictitious Name, left on Par- 
poſe, found ſhe was there, and 
her threugh the Kitchen, ſaw a Butcher. 
to whom, he owed five Pounds, the Bur- 
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and Kiuz's-Oat Road; here they made a, turn'd it to him, ſaying they were more 
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cher taking tg äſide, Come Diek, ſays 
ne, I tou hoh Money now, if you'd 
pay me it will be of great Service. Turpin 


reply d, his Wife was in the next Room, 


and ſhe had Money, and he would get 
ſome of her and pay him preſently. Ie 
Butcher 3p > or three kb 

ſent who it was, and that he would get 
his five Pounds firſt, and then take him; 


but Turpin, inſtead of going to his Wile, 


jump'd out of the next Window, took 
Horle, and went away immediately with- 
out ſeeing her, while the Butcher waited 
ſome Time in expettation of his having 
the five Pounds, 

From hence he went to King, and one 
Potter, whom they had then lately taken 


along with them; they agreed to ſtay till 


it was Dark, and then ſet out for London, 
and coming over the Foreſt, within about 
three Hundred Yards of the Greew- Man, 
Turpin's Horſe began to tire. They over- 
took one Mr. Major, owner of bite 
Stockings, the Race-Horſe, and although 
they were ſo near the Houſes Turpin ven- 
tur d to rob him, took from him his Whip; 
and aſterwards, finding he had a better 
Horſe than kis, made him diſmount and 
change, and ſtay till he changed Saddles 
likewiſe, and then rid towards London. 
Mr. Major got to the Green- Man, and ac- 
quainted Mr. Bayes of it, v ho immedi- 
ately ſaid, I dare ſwear *tis Turpin bas done 
it 3 or one of that Crew, and I'll endeavour 
to get Intelligence of your Horſe; this that 
they bave left you is ſtole, and I would have 
you advertiſe it. This was accordingly 
done, and the Horſe prov d to have been 
ſtole from Plaiſfow Marſhes 3 and the Sad- 
dle whicf he had kept, was ſtole from 
one Arrouſmitb. 

This Robbery was committed on Sa- 
turday Night, and on Monday following, 
Mr. Bayes received Intelligence, that ſuch 
a Horſe as Mr. Major had loft, was left

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at the Red-Lyon Inn in WPbite-Chapple 
he accordingly went thither, and found it 
to be the fame; and then reſolved to wait 
till ſomebody came to fetch it; Nobody 
came at the Time it was left for ; but a- 
bout Eleven o Clock at Night, King's, 
Brother (as it afterwards proved) came 
for the torſe, upon whict: they ſeized 
him immediately, and taking him intò the 
Houſe, he faid, he bought it, and could 
produce Proof of it. But Mr. Bayes look- 
ing on the Whip in his Hand found the 
Button hal! broke off, and the Name 
Mazox upon it, ſeem'd a Confirmation of 
the Thing; they charg'd a Conſtable 
with him; but he feeming frightened, 
and they declaring, that they did not be- 
lieve but that the Horle was for ſomebody 
eiſe, and if he would tell them u here the 

waited, he ſhould be releaſed; he told 
them, there was a luſty Man in a white 
Duffell Coat waiting for it in Red Lyon- 


ſtreet. Mr. Bayes immediately went out 


and finding him as directed, perceiv'd that 
it was King, and coming round upon him 
attack d him; King immediately drew a 
Piſtol, which he clapp'd to Mr. Bayes's 
Breaſt; but it luckily flaſh'd in the Pan; 
upon Which King ſtruggling to get out his 
other, it had twiſted round his Pocket and 
he could not. Turpis, who was waiting 
not. far off on Horſeback, hearing a Skir- 
miſh came up, hen King cried ont, Dick, 
d; a 
which Inſtant Turpin fir d his Piſtol, 2 
it miſt Mr. Bayes and ſhot King in two 
Places, who cried out, Dick, . you have 
kill d me; which Turpin hearing, he rode 
away as hard as he could. King fell at 
the Shot, though he liv'd a Week aſter, 
and gave Turpin the Character of a Coward, 
telling Mr. Bayes, that if he had a Mind 
to take him, he knew that he might then 
be found at a noted Houſe by Hackney 
and that when he rode away, he 
had 
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bout fifteen or ſixteen Months, except a. 


had three Brace of Piſtols about him, and 
a Carbine ſlung: Upon Enquiry it has been 
found, that Turpin did actually go direct- 
ly to che Houſe which Xing mentioned, 
and made uſe of ſomething like the fol- 
lowing Expreſſions to the Man; 5 
What hall 1 de? Where fhall { go! D—3 
that Dick Bayes, Pl} be the Death of him 
for I have lof! the beft Fellow-Man 7 ever 
had in my Life; I ſhot poor King in endea- 
vouring to kill that Dog. The ſame Reſo- 
lution of Revenge he retained to the laſt, 


though without Means of edetting it. 


Attet this he ſtill kept about the Foreſt, 
till he was harraſs'd almoſt to Death; for 
he had loſt his Place of Safety, the Cave, 
which was diſcovered upon his ſhooting 
the Keeper's Man; and when they found 
his Cave, there was in it two Shirts in a 
Bag, two Pair of Stockings, Part of a 


Bottle of Wine, and ſome Ham; fo that 


being drove from thence, he ſculk d about 
the Woods, and was once very near being 
taken, hen Mr. Ives the King's Huntt- 
man, took out t o dry footed Hounds to 
find him out; but he perceiving them 
coming, got up in a Tree, and ſeeing 
them go underneath him, was then ſo 
terrify'd at it, that he took a Reſolution 
of going away that Inſtant for Zorkfhire.

URPIN, who faid his Name was 
John Palmer, came about two Years 
ago, ou' of Liacolnſbire to Brough, near 
Market Cave in Yorkſbire, and ſtaid for

ſrom thence he went ſometimes to live at 
Naorth-Cave, and at other Limes at ei- 
ton; and at theſe Places he continued a-

| Crowle, and obtain'd his Warrant for the 
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ſuch Limes as he went to ſee his Friend. 
in Lincolaſhire, at leaſt that was his Pre 
tence. Athis Return from thoſe Journeys 
he uſed frequently to bring three or four 


ped for others in Torkſbire. - While 'he- ©» 
lived in this Manner at Brough, Cave, 
and Melton, he often took his "Diverſion 
with the Gentlemen of the Country in 
Huating and Shooting. Once, as he v as 
returning from ſhooting, which was the 
Beginning of October laſt, ſeeing one ot 

his Landlord's Cocks in the Street, he 
{hot at it, and kill'd it; which one Hall, 
his Neighbcur, taking Notice of, ſaid to 
him, Da have done Wrong, Mr. Palmer, | 
in ſhooting your Landlord's Cock. To which 
Palmer replicd, I/ he would only ſtay whilf 
be charged his Piece, he would ſhoot bim too. 
Upon which Hall went and acquainted the  _ | 
Landlord with what Palmer had doneand © - | 
ſaid. The Landlord thereupon immedi- 
ately went with the faid Hall to Juſtice 


apprehending the faid Palmer; and the 
next Day, by Virtue of the ſaid Warrant; 
he was taken into Cuſtody, and convev'd 
before the Bench of Juſtices then ſitting 
in their General Quarter Seſſions at Bever- 
ley, and examin'd by the Juſtices of the 
Eaſt Riding of Tirkſbire; who demanding: 
Sureties for his good Behaviour, and he 
refuſing to find any, they eommitted him 
to the Houſe of Correction; which Com- 
mitment was in the Words following, 


To the Maſter, or Keeper, of the Hoſe" 
of Correction in Beverley ; 1 1 (uſe 


V HERE As it appears to us, 
upon the Information of divers 57 
creditable Perſons, that John Palmer, of 
Melton, in the Eaſt Riding in the Com 
of Nirk, is a very * Perſon, and “! 
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we having required Sureties for his good 
Behaviour until the next General Quarter 


Seſſions of the Peace, to be held for the 
Eaſt- Riding of the County of York, which 
he the ſaid Fohn Palmer hath refuled to 


find; Theſe are therefore to command yon, 


to receive into Cuſtody the Body of the 
laid Jobn Palmer, and him ſafely keep, un- 


til he ſhall be diſcharged by due Courſe of 
Law; and hereof fail not at your Peril.

Some Perſons of Brough and Welton 
having given their Informations to the Jul- 
tices, that Palmer frequently went into 
Lincolnſhire, and uſually return'd with 
Plenty of Money, and {ſeveral Horſes, 
which he ſold br exchanged in York/hire ; 


and therefore had good Reaſon to ſuſpect 


that he vas either a Highwayman or 
Horſe-ſtealer; «nd being deſirous to do 
their Country Juſtice, and detett Villainy; 
for thele Reaſons the Juſtices, the next 
Day, went to the ſaid John Palmer, and 
demanded of him, who he was, where he 
had liv'd, and o hat was, or had been his 
Employment? To which he thus anſwer'd, 
That about two Years ago he had lived 
at Long-Sutton in Lincolnſhire, and was 
by Trade a Butcher; that. his Father then 


| lived at Long-Sutton, and his Siſter kept 


his Father's Houſe there; but he having 


contratted a great many Debts, for Sheep 


that proved rotten, in ſo much that he 
was not able to pay for them, he was 
therefore obliged to abſcond, and come 
and live in Terkfiire.” ' | 

Upon this Confeffion, the Juſtices 
thought it highly neceſſary to {end a Meſ- 
ſenger into Lincolnſhire to examine into the 
Truth of it; and accordingly order'd Mr. 
Appleton, the Clerk of the Peace, to write 
a Letter to Long-Surton, and therein re- 


| late the whole Affair. This Letter they 
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ſent by a Special Meſſenger, who gave it 
to Mr. Delamere, a Jaſtice of the Peace, 
who lived at the fame Place. The An- 
ſwer that Mr. Delamere return'd to this 
Letter, was as follows; That the ſaid Jobs 
Palmer, had lived there about three Quar- 
ters of a Year, and was accule.i before him 
of Sheep-· ſtealing; whereupon he iſſued out 
his Warrant againſt him, who was there- 
upon apprehended, but made his Eſcape 
from the Conſtable; and ſoon after ſuch 
his Eſcape, Mr. Del/amere had ſeveral In- 
formations lodged before him againſt the 
fail Palmer for Sulpicion of Horſe-tealing: 
And that Palmers Father did not live at 
Long- Sutton, neither did he know where 
he lived, therefore deſired Palmer might 
be ſecured, and he would make farther 
Enquiry about the Horſes fo ftolen, and 
would bind over ſome Perſons to proſecute 
him at the next Aſlizes. 

Mr. Appleton, on the Receipt of this 
Letter from Mr. Delamere, immediately 
ſent a Letter to Mr. Crowle, who tlie next 
Morning, came to Beverley, and under- 
ſtanding what a Villain Palmer was, he 
did not think it was fafe he ſhould any 


longer ſtay in Beverlty Houſe of Correcti- 


on, and cherefore he was again required to 
find Sureties; » hich he not being able 
to do, his Commitment was made to York 
Caſtle, and he accordingly was ſent the 
ſame Morning. namely, October the 16th 
1738, to the ſaid Priſon, hand- cuſſ'd, and 
guarded by Jobn Milner and George Smith, 
who, purſuant to their Orders, convey'd 
him to Lort-Caſtle. When Palmer had 
been a Priſoner in Tort-Caßle about a 
Month, two Perſons out of Lincolnſhire, 
came and claimed a Mare and Foal, which 
Palmer had fold to Capt. Dawſon of Fer- 
raby, and likewiſe the Horſe on which Pal. 
mer rode u hen he came firſt to Beverley, 
afti-ming that he had ſtolen it from them 
off Hickington Fen in Lincolnſhire, After 
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he hadbeen a Priſoner in York Caſile about

Thomas Place, Hſq; Recorder of the 
City of York, and Richard rowle,. of the 
Inner-Temple, Eiq ; being Council for the 
King, open'd the Nature of the Indict- 
ment, and examin'd the Witneſſes, the 
firſt of whom, Thomas « reaſy (the Ownea 
of the Mare) gave Evidence as follo s,

Fact being plainly proved, and the Priſo- 


ner having nothing to ſay in his Defence, 
the jury found him guilty of the Indict- 
ment. | 

To prove that this Palmer was Richard 
Tui pin the noted Highwayman, Mr. James 
Smith and Mr. Edward Saward who went 
to 7ork Aſſizes from Ex, by Order of 
the Juſtices of that County, being call'd 
upon to give their Evidence, depos'd as 
follows. And firſt Mr. James Smith, be- 
ing ſworn, gave this Account, That he 
knew the Priſoner at the Bar ever ſince 
he was a Child; that his Name was Ri- 


chard Turpin, and that he was born at 


Hempſtead in Eſſex ; that he knew his Fa- 
ther, and all his Relations, and that he 
married one of his (this Deponent's) Fa- 
ther's Maids, That it was about five 
Years ſince ne ſaw him laſt, that he taught 
him to write for about three Quarters of 
a Year. That the Occaſion of his (this 
Deponent's) coming to York Aﬀizes was 
this: Happening to be at the Poſt- Office, 
he aw a Letter directed to Turpin's Bro- 
ther- in- Law, who, as it was ſaid, would 
not looſe (or open) the Letter and pay Poſ- 
tage; and on that Account taking parti- 
cular Notice thereof, he thought at firſt 
he remember'd the Superſcription, and 
concluded it to be the Hand · writing of 
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the Priſoner Turpin ; whereupon he carri- 
ed the Letter before a Magiſtrate, ho 
broke it open (the Letter was ſubſeribed 
Jobn Palmer) and found it ſent from Tork 
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Caſtle, This Deponent knew his Hand, 


having ſeen ſeveral of Dick Turpin's, Bills. 
A Leiter being produced in (ourt, he was 
ast d whether it was Turpin's Letter? He 
anſwer'd, it was, and that this was the 
Cauſe of his coming down; and the Rea- 
{on of his eaking Notice of it was, his ſee- 
ing the York Stamp upon the Letter. 
That on his coming to Tork Caſtle, on the 
firſt View of him, he pointed him out 
from all the reſt of the Priſoners. And 
further; he knew him when he: work'd 
with his Father, who was a Butcher, 
which Trade he, the Son afterwards ſet 
up at Booker's Hill in E/ex, left it about 
fix Years ſince, and then kept a publick 
Houſe; but what became of him after- 
wards he knew not, only the laſt Time he 
ſaw him, which was about five Years ago, 
he fold him (the Priſoner,) a Grey Mare; 
and knew him to be the very Richard Tur- 
pin, the very Son of John Turpin, of the 
Town of Hempſtead. 

Mr, Saward, the other Perſon from 


Eſſex, being ask'd by the Court what he | 


knew concerning the Priſoner, depos'd as 
follows : I have kno«nthe Priſoner about 
two and twenty Years, he was. born at 


the Bell, his Father bepr a Publick Eon, 
I knew him after he was ſet up, and have 


bought a great many good Joints of Meat 
of him. I ſaw him freqently at Hempſtead, 
and was with him often at his Houle there, 
and after he leſt it he came backwards 
and forwards. The laſt Time I faw him 
was about five or ſix Years ago; and I 


know the Priſoner at the Bar to be Dick 


Turpin, the Son of Fobn Turpin, ¶ ho keeps 


the Bell at Hempſiead, When ſpoke to 
him in the Caſtle I knew bim again, and 


he confeſs'd he knew me, and ſaid to me 
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q | two or t hree Times, Let us bung our Eyes 
M Drink, and'I drank with him. 

Turpi n denied that he knew this Edward 


had ſome Knowledge of Smitb.

Hjs Behaviour in York Caſtle: 


H E near Approach of Death, ge- 
nerally cauſes the moſt: awful Ap; 
beg we even in Perſons whoſe Lives 
ave been governed with the greateſt Rec- 
titude, and whoſe Conſciences are not 
burden'd with the Guilt of any wilful 
Tranigreilions. It is therefore infinitely 
ſurprizing that Men, who, for many 
Years ſucceſſively, have'employ'd all their 
Talents and Fndeavours in robbing, plun- 
dering, and deſtroying the Lives and Pre- 
perties of their. Fellow Creatures, ſhould, 
wichout any Emotion or Concern, be able 
to look !/eath in the Face, contemn the 
Horrors of that gloomy Hour, and launch 


out into the boundleſs Ocean of Eternity, 


without making the leaſt Proviſion for O 
long and hazardous a Voyage. To what 
Caules can this unaccountable Phrenzy, 
or rather, Stupi faction, be imputed ? they 
muſt either have work'd themſelves into a 
firm Perſuation that there is no God to 
take Cognizance of their Actions; that 
there are no Rewards or Puniſhments here- 
after; or elle their Conſciences, by a long 
Courle of vicious Prittices, are ſo harden'd 
and ſtupified, that it is impc ſſible for the 
Preceps of Religion, and the Conſideration 
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of a Future State, to make any Impreſſi 
ons upon them. For even the Light of 
Nature informs us of the Difference be- 
tween Right _ Wrong; that we have no 
1itle to the Property of another Man; 
and that in depriving him of it, we do 
him a poſitive Injury. Juſtice and In- 
juſtice are wrote in indelable Characters 
on the Mind of Man; and whenever he 
attempts to eraze or blot them out, it is a 
manifeft and ſenſible Violence upon the 
Conſcience z bur if this Violence be oſten 
repeated, Conſcience will at length lofe 
its Active Faculty, and in Time be quite 
dormant. This, we may. reaſonably ſup- 
poſe, was the Caſe of the unhappy Turpin; 
who though one of the moſt notorious Of- 
fenders, that this Age has produc'd ;. yet,, 
after Sentence of Death was palſs'd upon 
him, was as jovial, as merry, and as fro- 
lickſome, as if he had been perfectly at 
Liberty, and aſſured of an hundred Years. 
of Proſperity to come; and went off the 
Stage with as much Intrepidity and Un- 
concern as if he. had been taking Horſe t 
go a Journey. | 

But to come to ſome Particulars, Turpin 
being committed Priſoner to York Caſtle, 
as has been before related, liv'd in as 
much Pleaſure as the Liberties of the Pri- 
ſon would afford, eating, drinking, and, 
carouſing, with any Body that would ſpend 
their Time with him. Neither did he. 
alter his Behaviour even after his Con- 
demnation. Alter it was rumour'd abroad: 
that he was the Turpin, who had render'd ; 
himſelt ſo notorious for his Robberies in 
the Southern Parts of England, abundance. 
ot People from all Parts reſorted daily to 
ſee him. It being about that 'Timea Sub- 
je& very much diſputed in all Companiess 
and Converſations whether this Man was 
the real individual Turpin, the Highways. 
man or not, a certain young Gentleman, 
who pretended to know him, weut one

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Day to fee him, to Satisfy himſelf if he 
was the very Man, as reported, and hav- 
ing view'd him very circumſpectly, he told 
the Keeper he would lay him a Wager of 
Half a Guinea, that this Man was not 
Turpin. Which Turpin hearing, whiſper'd 
the Keeper in the Ear, Lay bim the Ma- 
ger 5 [ll gy your Halves- 

He contiau'd his mirthful Humour to 
the | t, ſpending his Time in joking, 
drinking, and telling Stories. He ſeem'd 
to pay but little Regard to the ſerious Re- 
monſtrances and Admonitions of the Re- 
verend Clergymen who attended. him, and 
whatever Remorſe he had upon his Con- 
ſcience, for his paſt Villainies, he kept it 
to himielf, not expreſſing the leaſt Con- 
cerm at the melancholly Circumſtances he 
vas in. 

A few Days before his Execution, he 


bought himſelf a new Fuſtian Frock 


and a Pair of Pumps, in order to take his 
Leave of the World in as decent a Man- 
ner as he poſſibly could. .

H E Morning before Turpin's Exe- 


cution he gave 34,105. amongſt five 
Men, who were to follow the Cart as 
Mourners, with Hatbands and Gloves, 
and gave Gloves and Hacbands to ſeveral 
Perſons more. Ee alſo leit a Gold Ring 
and two Pair of Shoes and Clogs to a mar- 
ried Woman at Brough, that he was ac- 
ainted witch; though he at the ſame 
Time ackno s ledg'd he had a Wife and 
Child of his own.

Yard without Fiſbergate Poſtern, with this 
Inſcription, J. X. 1739, R. T. aged 28 * 
The Grave was dug very deep, and the 
Perſons whom he appointed his Mourners, 
as aboye-mention'd, took all poſſible Care 
to ſecure the Body; notwithſtanding 
which on Tueſday Morning, about three 
o'Clock, ſome Perſons were diſcorer'd to 
be moving off the Body, which they had 
taken up; and the Mob having got Scent 
where it was carried to, and ſuſpecting it 
was to be anatomiz'd, went to a Garden 
in which it was depoſited, and brought 
away the Body through the Streets of 
the City, in a Sort of Triumph, almoſt 
naked, being only laid on a Board, co- 
ver'd with ſome Straw, and carried on four 
Men's Shoulders, and buried ir in the 
ſame Grave, having firſt fil. Coffin 
wich ſlack'd Lime.
